RELIEF OF ‘FOREIGN VICTIMS. 


Mri P. de AL Vosburgh, hon, secretagy 
tho Forvign Earthquake Relief" Com- 
mittee, writs in the course of 2° letter 
from: Kobé to the Hanchester Guardian :— 
In your issue of September 2lst you 

ublished a communication from “the 

apancse Embassy in London regarding 
fthe relief of foreigners. © That communica- 
tion is misleading, inasmuch as it ignores 
the fact that the foreigners—that is, 
Americare— 
took cure of, themelyes, and gives to the 
Japanese authorities credit to which they 
are not’ entitled. 

The communication states that the 'for- 

eigters in the carthquake zont ‘‘ havo been 

gtadually removed elsewhere,’”” but it does 
Tot mention that the foreigiers werd 
removal by fervign ships and. foreign- 
organised réeseuv parties, Passenger’ lists 
I show that nineteen foreign ships carriad 
. 2499 foreigners, 2,763 Chinese, and 2,157 
Japanese refugees from Yokohama’ to 

Kobé during the first part of September, 
and that during the game period 14 for- 
eign refugees were carr on Japanese 
beats.’ Various parties of forcigucrs mado 


A their own way overland to the railways, 


ond, paying ‘the usual fares, came down 
to Kobé in this manaér. Que large party: 
| of foreigners was brought down from ths 
mountains by o rescue pstrty organisal by 
foreigners in Kobe. This clearly shows tho 
mentns by which foreigners were removed 
from the earthquake zoue. 

The next patagraph of the statement 
purports te describe conditiony with re 
gard to foreign refugees in Kobé, on 
September , Asth. The number of foreign 
refugees is given as 1/000, but actually 
there were over 2,000. It is stated’ that 
about 760 have been received in private 
homes, but it is not' made clear that these 
were the homew of fordigners, 

The statement ‘goes vn: ** The eur al 
relief work ix connection with these refu- 
gers being in thé hands of the Relief Com- | 
mittee.” There is no eatement that this 
Relief Committée was entirely a foreign 

| organisation composed of the consular 
body and o large number ‘of the tren and 
women of the foreign community. " This 
pamenlsation came into existences, on, Mon- 
day, September 3rd, and handled, and is 
still handling, they "problem ‘of relieving. 
foreigners. . 

The statement continues: » ‘ The medi- 
cal arrangements being deat with by tho 
Japanese local authorities.” This state- 
ment is incorrect. The medical srrange- 
ments consisted of a foreign owned and 
operated hospital which took in. the most 
serioue cases; an emergency hospital, a 
temperary dressing station, a maternity 
howpital, and a Surgical convalescent homo, 
all organised and .operated by forcignors. 
Foreign doctors met all the ships arriving 
in Kobé. Foreign ladies in Kobé did the 
\nursing,in the emergency hospitals until 
September 12th,-when a o otng late Ameri- 
can Red Cross unit arrived from Shang- 
hai and relieved them. “A visiting staff of 
foreign nurses iand doctors was organised |" 
te” look after refugeey. in private homes 
and foreiga schools, and to guard against 
the outbreak of any epidemic of disease, 
These arrangements were made.by ‘tho 
foreign Relief Commituce, and not by the |: 
Japanese local authorities, 

‘yhe communication then stetes: '* The 
Russinn refugees, to the number of 160, 
are accoramodated in ‘theatres, aad the 


cost of their food is being’ paid from'} ° 


Japanese sources.” — Actually “there were 
more than 230 Russian wefugees in Kobé 
on September 13th, They were not adcom- 
modated in ‘theatres’? but were accom- 
modated in foreign schools. and in the 
‘gymnasium " and other rooms of a for- 


ciga clubhouse, Their food was supplied |\ 


at the cost of the foreign Relief Com- 
mittee, supplemented to a small: extent 
with some gift of food from the propric 
tory. of a Japanese newspaper and: from 
individual Japanese tradespeople, 

In conclusion, ‘it is stated that: “ Gen- 
erally. speaking, the relief work of the} 
refugees is being carried on satisfactorily, | Class

‘found in the’ undoubted fact that. those 
who kept the hall rolling, as it were, 
hitherto are now beginning to feel te 
rreal pinch resulting from ‘figh taxation 
and the high cost of living. “The money 
that wis made so easily. during, the post- 
war boon) in trade has disappeared, and 
the expected trade recovery, especially 
with countries abroad, has not material- 
ised. Many ‘people.in the commercial 
classes us well as among the professional 
classes are- having a difficulty to ‘make 
ends meet. Little luxuries ave to be 
passed by because thé money is required 
for actual necessities. The shrinkage. in 
spending capacity naturally re-acts ‘all 
tnrough the country in trade and. busi. 

The only thing 
in which the conditions have not changed 
is the persistence of heavy taxation, and, 
in spite of what the politicians profess, 
themselves anxious: to do, no political 
pirty has a plan for bringing down the 
level of taxation to any “appreciable, ex- 
tent, except the Labour Party. with the 
preposterous Capital Levy, which, how. 
ever. is not taken’ seriously.
